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On 25 July the Chinese Communist 4 Corps (sic) was at Kuwol-san 
(125-16, 38-30) (XC 9863). 


In early Awtust a large number of Chinese Communist and North Korean 
troops were concentrated in the Yonbaekekun (125-59, 37-56) (¥C 6202) 
area, Sixty percent of the troops were armed with Mosinenagant 
rifles, and all were armed with four hand grenades each. 


An unidentified battalion hcadquarters was in Chadale-li (126-09, 
37=52) (BS 99h), with 300 troops in the immediate area. 


There were 700 troops, armed with 3 x 82—mn, mortars and 1 field artillery 
piece (approximately 75mm. caliber) at the foot of Pibongsan (126-09, 
3755) (BT 4900). 


On & August mixed units of Chinese Caumunist and Nerth Korean troops, 
with a strength of two divisions were in the Pongdong-myon (126-37, 
37=55) (BS 9199) area, and were preparing to move South, 


In early Auzust North Korean police personnel in groups of twenty men 
were asgembling north of Yonan (126-10, 37=54) (BS 5198) in preparation 
for security duties in the event of a Camnunist reeccupation of Seoul, 
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
